WASHINGTON, Feb. 3 (AP) 
A Senate investigator estimated 
today that possibly as much as 
$100,000,000 dollars a year is paid 
to ineligible persons under the 
federal-state public assistance pro- 
gram. 


Jerome S. Adlerman, assistant 
counsel of the Senate Investiga- 
tions subcommittee; said that ac- 
tually no one knows how much 
is paid out to ineligible cases but 
he testified it “could be” $25; 
000,000 to $100,000,000 a year. 

“I'd say the average was 860. 
000,000 to $75,000,000," he said 
as the subcommittee opened a 
public inquiry into what Chair- 
man M (Rep.). Wisconsin, 
has called evidence of waste and 
mis management in the Federal 
Security Agency. 

Under the public assistance 
program the Federal Government 
makes grants to the states for aid 
to the aged, dependent children, 
the blind and the totally disabled. 

The benefit payments are fi- 
nanced jointly by the state and 
the federal governments up to a 
maximum of $55 a month, with 
the Federal Government paying 
three-fifths of that amount.

The bill, introduced by Repre- 
sentatives C. D. Hamilton (Dem.), 
New London, and Carl T. Webber 
(Rep.), Union, would require that 
county directors of welfare main- 
tain a monthly list of names, ad- 
dresses and amounts of benefits 
received by each person on county 
welfare lists. It would apply to 
persons receiving old-age assist- 
ance, aid for dependent children 
and aid for totally and perman- 
ently disabled persons. 

Under the proposed law, this 
list would be open to public in- 
spection, but any political, or com- 
mercial use of such lists would 
be prohibited. Publication of the 
lists in any way also would be 
forbidden. 

John R. Thompson, executive 
vice president of the Missouri 
State Chamber of Commerce, also 
spoke in favor of the measure.

is his decision on Formosa, but the full meaning 
of that decision will not be clear until it is 
known what other steps, if any, he plans with 
respect to Chiang Kai-shek’s Chinese National- 
ist forces. 

So far, the President has only given instruc- 
tions that the Seventh fleet, in his words, shall 
“no longer be employed to shield Communist 
China.” Evidently the fleet retains the second 
part of the mission which President Truman 


gave it in July 1950—the protection of Formosa 


from Communist attacks. But it will no longer 


prevent the Nationalists from attacking the 


China coast by air or by sea. 

This does not by any means imply that the 
‘Nationalists will or can promptly attack. They 
would need American equipment even for spo- 
radic raids. For anything beyond raids of this 
type, continuous support and supply by the 
United States would undoubtedly have to be 
committed. About such a commitment President 
Eisenhower has said nothing. On the contrary, 
he made a strong point of saying that “this order 
implies no aggressive intent on our part.” 

* K * 

The Truman Administration, acting on the 
advice of the same chiefs of staff who now ad- 
vise the Eisenhower Administration, had four 
main reasons, which it repeatedly made clear to 
the public, for opposing a large-scale enlistment 
of Chiang's Nationalists in offensive operations 
on the mainland. These were: 

(1) A belief that Chiang was too weak to ac- 
complish much against an enemy which had 
thrown him off the mainland and which still 
retained substantial power opposite Formosa 
despite its involvement in Korea. 

(2) A belief that the United States would 
have to supply and support any operations by 
Chiang, at heavy cost and at the risk of deeper 
involvement on the mainland. 

(3) A belief that, in the interests of limiting 
the Korean war, Chiang’s mission should be re- 
stricted to defense of Formosa. This policy was 
incorporated not only in the instructions to the 
Seventh fleet, but in the agreement under which 
we have been supplying aid to Chiang. 

(4) A belief that American support of Chiang 
would alienate India and other Asians who 
regard him as the symbol of dead reaction, and 
otherwise weaken United Nations solidarity be- 
hind ram to e in Korea.

The santithas Rie some of these 
reasons may have changed, but so far as the 
public knows the fundamental argument against 
identifying American interests with Chiang's 
remains valid. Until there is convincing evidence 
that President Eisenhower intends to embark 
upon a much expanded program of aid to 
Chiang, it must be assumed that his Formosa 


order is intended mainly for psychological pur- 


poses—to induce the Communists to direct more

In domestic affairs, the President spoke strong- 
ly for the civil rights of all Americans, His 
proposal to use the full authority of the White 
House to end segregation in the District of Co- 
lumbia and the armed ‘forces will be widely 
welcomed. He did not request any civil rights 
legislation, and perhaps it would be futile to do 
so. But if the White House offers vigorous 
leadership against discrimination in the two 
fields mentioned, the results can be important 
and far-reaching. _ 

Legislation is involved, and the President spe- 
cifically requested it, in the area of immigra- 
tion. Congress heard a firm appeal for re- 
vision of the McCarran. Act. The President 
spoke out against discriminatory immigration 
rules and called for a new quota system that 
will “be faithful to our basic ideas of freedom 
and fairness to all.” As he said, it is healthy to 
remember that we are all immigrants or the 
descendants of en 


So too did the message convey hope that the 


Administration, while it seeks a strong and ef- 


fective loyalty program, will protect individual 
rights in the execution of it. When the President 
stressed the “primary responsibility” of the ex- 
ecutive departments, he seemed to be warning 
Congress that no policing by that branch will 
be required. Certainly he must have had the 
McCarthys in mind when he stated that his pur- 
pose in the loyalty program is “to clear the at- 
mosphere of that unreasoned suspicion that ac- 
cepts rumor and gossip as substitutes for evi- 
dence.” 

Congress also got a warning on fiscal policy. 
Members who have been agitating for a quick 
tax cut were told in plain terms that balancing 
the budget comes first. To some of them this 
may be less palatable than the Administration's 
decision to end price and wage controls this 
spring. This decision is supported by consider- 
able evidence that the economy has reached a 
stage where controls can safely be dropped. We 
regret that the President did not ask for stand- 
by machinery to make possible the rapid restora- 
tion of controls if need arises. 

On the whole, this first State of the Union 
message by a Republican President in 26 years 
was a firm, positive, coherent document, laying 
down a consistent course of action that follows 
in broad outline what the people were prom- 
ised in the campaign. The President has re- 
asserted the initiative that is rightfully his, and 
now faces the task of following through as his 
program goes to Congress. 


Who Checks the Books? 


The things that are wrong.in Missouri’s State 
Revenue Department indicate that there is also 
something wrong, though of a different nature, 
in the State Auditor’s office. 

Both Gov. Donnelly and the Missouri House 
are investigating missing funds and missing 
files in the Revenue agency. But one fact which 
stands out is that the State Auditor’s Depart- 
ment has not made a general audit of the 
Revenue Department's sales and income tax col- 
lections since 1946. This may be only one reason 
why the irregularitiés in the Revenue Depart- 
ment did not come to light sooner. 

Under the State Constitution, it is the duty 
of the State Auditor to establish proper account- 
ing systems for state agencies and to post- audit 
their accounts. But State Auditor W. H, Holmes 
says he has been unable to make such audits 
because of lack of funds and lack of auditors. 

Art L. Wallhausen, editor of the Charleston 
Enterprise-Courier, has come to the flat conclu- 
sion that “auditors are scarce in the office of the 
State Auditor.” Mr. Wallhausen looked at the 
personnel of the auditor’s-office, as listed in the 
last Missouri “Blue* Book,” and among other 
things he said: 

Among the “county. examiners” — the 
jokers who visit this and other counties 
periodically to “audit” the books, are listed 
under “previous occupations” these: circuit 
clerk, county treasurer, a probate clerk, 
member of the U.S. Army, deputy recorder, 
student, depaty county clerk, county treas, 
urer, salesman, banker, recorder of deeds, 
deputy recorder, etc., etc. . 

Sort of like getting a boat built at a 
dress shop. 

The “Blue Book” does list 11 accountants and 
five auditors in this office, but that is hardly 
enough to audit a multi-million dollar enterprise 
with all the ramifieations of Missouri's State 
Government. Nor would the salaries listed—as 
low as $2400 for some specialists—encourage 
employment of a more adequate staff. 

Gov. Donnelly has already said the revenue 
irregularities show the need for regular audits 
of all departments. This being so, the State 
could give the State Auditor enough money to 
do the job required of him by law. Or the 
State might hire public accountants to help 
carry the responsibility. 

One way or another, the current investiga- 


tions of the Revenue Department ought to sug -

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No Need for a Rush 


The annual rush for St. Louis auto license 
stickers is about to begin in earnest. Several 
thousand motorists will be forced to make the 
time-consuming pilgrimage to City Hall to pur- 
chase a sticker before the Feb. 17 deadline. 
And at the peak of the rush there may be 
upwards of 3000 taxpayers lined up from the 
City Hall rotunda out into Market street. 

This is ridieylous. The License Collector and 
other responsible officials ought to. encourage 
motorists to purchase stickers by mail, as is 
done in Kansas City. Officials there have de- 
vised a self-addressed envelope which also 
serves as an application form. It is mailed out 
to every taxpayer with his personal property tax 
receipt. 

All the motorist has to do is fill out the appli- 
cation, inclose his personal property receipt, 
evidence of ownership and a check to cover 
the license. City officials then issue the sticker 
and mail it back. It is a simple, painless way to 
separate the.motorist from his license fee and 
St. Louis Affivials ought to adopt it here before 
next year’s rush rolls around. 


Dismissal of the Hand Board 

Secretary of State Dulles is well within his 
rights in dismissing the Judge Learned Hand 
review board set up by Secretary Acheson to 
study the John Carter Vincent case. But it is 
regrettable that he did so, for this distinguished 
panel might have contributed something of value 
not only to the Vincent case but to an evaluation 
of the loyalty review procedures in general.

Mr. King's succinctly titled book is about 
just that—water, in all its forms, aspects 
and relations to man.

In hig treatment of his titanic subject, 
Mr. King is able only to brush lightly over

An important feature of the book is the 
stress laid on the pressing need for conser- 
vation of water as a vital natural resource. 
This is a timely problem, now that the

Mr. King believes that to prevent ero- 
sion and assure our water supply, expen- 
sive flood-control dams are but temporary 
expedients. The only true solution, he 
thinks, is extensive reforestation and con- 
servation programs to reduce present 
waste of water. 

“Water” is highly rewarding reading for 
those who enjoy informative or scientific 
literature. Because of the wide scope ef 
its subject, the book is a perfect mine of 
entertaining bits of information from many 
fields of knowledge—physics, geology, 
tory and paleontology—presented in 
intelligent, sometimes anecdotal manner. 
It leaves the reader with a sense of awe 
at the marvelous workings of nature in 
general and of the vital, though little 
thought of, importance of water in par- 
ticular.
